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The California Conference Local Health Officers 
now begins the fifth year its existence. not be- 
lieve that any realized when the conference first 
met that would create the close relationship that 
exists between local health departments and the State 
Department Public Health. For all the state 
department, this relationship has brought about 
understanding the problems and responsi- 
bilies local health officers. Conversely, has given 
local health officers better understanding the duties 
and responsibilities the State Department Pub- 
lic Health. The end result the relationship give 
California strong, unified working for the 
public health. 

have much proud the way that 
have worked together toward achieving this end. 
all that there has been two-way inter- 
developed between state and local health de- 
partments, although think you will agree that the 
Majority the problems considered have been intro- 
duced members the staff the State Department 
Public Health. the further development the 
local health departments should, and, 
will initiate more the matters for considera- 
tion. 

result our experience thus far very 
properly suggested that review and clarify the 
scope, and procedure the conference, and, 
the basis this review, formulate statement 
more accurate than the one under which now 
part this review you will probably want 
consider the relationship your staff leaders the 
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study committees and possibly the staff the State 
Department Public Health. 


Significant Public Health Advances 


addition the fact that health departments 
have come into being during the past four years, many 
local health departments are moving into new fields 
service. This has not required lot special pres- 
sure from individual programs. fact, have, 
through the conference organization and the State’s 
Division Local Health Service, attempted avoid 
the high-pressure approach. Perhaps the development 
these new programs some evidence success 
that have avoided creating resistance. 


Chronic Disease 


the field disease, special activities 
have been carried connection with the mass tuber- 
culosis surveys San Diego, Los Angeles, and Contra 
Costa Counties. Roughly one case primary lung 
eancer and new significant cases heart 
disease have been found per 10,000 persons screened. 
much higher proportion the lung cases 
discovered are amenable surgery than are those 
which are discovered only result symptoms. 


Sereening for diabetes was incorporated the 
Contra Costa survey, and anticipated that over 
100 new cases diabetes may discovered. 


One local health department has added 
its laboratory services for those patients 
seen the county hospital. This has resulted the 
several cases otherwise unrecognized 


SP 
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Crippled Children Services 


During the past year, five local health departments 
have organized programs for crippled children 
decentralized administrative basis. 


Industrial Health 


Four local health departments have inaugurated 
significant activities the field industrial health 
involving the employment specialized personnel. 


Medical Social Work 


For many years there was, far know, only 
one health department operating generalized medical 
social work program. interesting know that 
there are now nine local health departments employ- 
ing total medical social workers. This develop- 
ment extremely important. 


Tuberculosis Control 

connection with the tuberculosis control program 
you have all received information regarding the avail- 
ability facility for the hospitalization 
trant patients. This located Terminal Island 
part one the medical facilities the State De- 
partment Corrections. present there are only two 
patients hospitalized the for which there 
seemed such great demand and for which the Legis- 
lature approved appropriation $75,000. there 
are additional recalcitrant patients who cannot 
properly cared for the various county institutions, 
limited space available the Terminal Island 
facility. 


Laboratory Services 


Growth local health laboratory services 
has been influenced funds made available through 
the Health Service and more recently 
the State Public Health Assistance Act. Prior the 
Social Security Act there were only nine local public 
health laboratories. This had increased 1947, 
and since that time, additional laboratories have 
been set up. Two more are now the planning stage, 
and only the smaller departments lack this important 
facility. 

might interest you know that the 
number public health laboratory procedures has 
grown from little over million 1943 approxi- 
mately 2,200,000 1950, about one procedure for 
every five individuals our population. 


Hospital Regulations 

should like call your attention the fact that 
the State Board Public Health during the past year 
amended the Hospital Regulations that nursing 
homes for less than two persons are exempted 


from licensure. This was somewhat sharply contested 
change. The nursing home operators generally were 
opposed the amendment. The Hospital Advisory 
Board, well the staff the State Department 
Public Health were favor the change. Main reason 
for favoring exemption was that the personal atten- 
tion which given one two patients, often 
their own relatives family home, more than offsets 
failure comply with all regulations which govern 
the larger, licensed nursing homes. 

The Hospital Advisory Board has indicated that 
this exemption should considered trial. Infor- 
mation from the various local health officers how the 
change working out will greatly appreciated 
the Bureau Hospitals and the Hospital Advisory 
Board during the coming year. 


Reporting Disease Occurrence 


Because the threat biological warfare, the 
Public Health Service, the American Public 
Health Association, and the epidemiologists from the 
various states and large cities have recently held 
conference Atlanta consider ways and means 
obtaining reports unusual incidence disease. 
Very few scientists the field believe that tests can 
developed which will indicate the presence 
tious toxic agents, and most think that the first in- 
formation available will probably the occurrence 
illness. is, therefore, highly important that some 
method reporting unusual occurrences devel- 
oped expeditiously possible. This matter will 
presented the conference for discussion and con- 
sideration. 

Civil Defense 


The relationship the civil defense program 
the work the state and local health departments 
important one. Several you have discussed with 
the danger the diversion funds for regular 
and needed public health services into the civil defense 
program. the basis your comments me, 
statement indicating the importance the mainte- 
nance local health services has been sent the 
various governmental agencies concerned. 

the other hand, highly important that the 
medical and health activities civil defense inte- 
grated very closely with the work the local health 
departments. with any emergency program, time 
great stress the apparently less urgent preventive 
procedures may suffer. For this reason, who are 
looked the leaders the field public health 
must, now and continuously, review our program 
that the event emergency where necessary 
make choice, the lower priority functions will 
discontinued first. 
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Leadership the medical and health services dis- 
aster planning should come from the local health offi- 
cer and his department. You have very legitimate 
and very definite responsibility which can- 
not shifted other persons. 

Should incident occur, take the assump- 
tions the Director Civil Defense for the State 
California, should eight incidents occur the same 
time nearly the same time, panic and pandemonium 
are likely. But the question whether and how soon 
will able restore productive activity depends 
careful planning. This the primary objective 
civil defense program. Unless the international cli- 
mate changes great deal, will increasingly neces- 
sary for you and personally, and for the various 
leaders our staffs give more time defense pro- 
gram planning. 

While the House Appropriations Committee de- 
leted the medical and health supplies from the federal 
budget, the Senate Appropriations Committee did not 
but restored the items. talking with Dr. 
Norvin Kiefer was encouraged believe that these 
items will remain the federal budget. 

The California Legislature stands ready appro- 
priate funds for the purchase medical and health 
supplies soon the Congress acts. This unwilling- 
ness the part the State Legislature act first 
that the Federal Government committed reim- 
burse the states for supplies only has established 
budget for this purpose prior state appropriation 
funds. 

Dr. Robert Dyar, who has been the re- 
sponsibility for the direction the medical and health 
aspects the defense program the state level, fur- 
nished information the Hatfield Interim Committee 
Civil Defense the effect that $5,000,000 would 
required purchase the supplies needed for the first 
hours service after five-strike incident. the 
basis the new assumption eight simultaneous 
strikes, likely that this must 
similarly increased. 

Sanitation 

the field environmental sanitation there are 
several general problems which should receive con- 
sideration 

Standards Sanitation Natural Bathing 
Areas. The Health and Safety Code gives the State 
Department Public Health responsibility for the 
safety and sanitation public bathing places and em- 
powers adopt regulations this subject. How- 
ever, date, regulations have been adopted only 
artificial swimming pools, even though there are large 
number places streams and lakes which are main- 
tained swimming areas commercial public 


agencies. The importance developing suitable bac- 
terial and other standards for natural bathing places 
the fact that actions the regional 
water pollution control boards require- 
ments for waste disposal are made extremely difficult 
lack suitable bacteriological and physical stand- 
ards for water used for bathing. This problem, there- 
fore, must discussed with the conference through 
the Study Committee Environmental Sanitation. 

Feeding Raw Garbage Hogs. need not 
you the health hazards related this prac- 
tice. informed that Southern California the 
matter may come issue the coming year be- 
the Fontana farms which utilize great portion 
Los Angeles’ garbage hog feeding operations will 
likely discontinue. will, therefore, necessary 
find new outlets new methods garbage disposal 
for our largest metropolitan area. Consideration the 
technical and economic, well the health and 
nuisance aspects this operation, make exceed- 
ingly complex problem. necessary that mutu- 
ally review this situation the end that the best pos- 
sible advice may given when requested. 

Housing. The responsibility health depart- 
ments the field housing confused failure 
distinguish between public health interests the field 
housing and problems construction and the in- 
stallation plumbing. The responsibility health 
departments the enforcement the State Housing 
Act are widely neglected many areas. These facts, 
coupled with the stimulation which being given 
the development local interest housing using the 
techniques developed the Housing Committee 
the American Health Association, justify 
view this subject the conference. The experience 
several health departments which, during recent 
years, have taken active interest this subject, will 
extreme value these deliberations. 

Sanitation Services Recreational Areas 
This one the perplexing problems that con- 
stantly have with state blessed with natural 
recreational areas, used greater and greater degree 
horde vacationists. Several million 
hunting and fishing licenses are sold each year, and 
addition, millions our residents and out-of-state 
visitors look these recreational areas for their vaca- 
tion satisfactions. Thus far has rarely been possible 
for local health officers and their departments de- 
velop adequate supervision sanitation problems. 
This true principally because most recreation areas 
are the counties with small populations and there- 
fore small economic resources. The conference and the 
State Department Public Health should give this 
matter very careful consideration. 
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Health Education 

Local health officers California have shown na- 
tional leadership the development community 
health education programs. the present time, 
local health departments employ total health 
educators, who, with few exceptions, have been trained 
for this specialized field. 

Where this service has become established, the 
health education program has been real value both 
the local health officer and the community. men- 
tion this because some you feel the need addi- 
tional health educators and because informed that 
additional qualified personnel will available for the 
Fiseal Year 1951-1952. 


Records and Statistics 

The conference through its Committee Records 
and Reports and later through the General Services 
Committee congratulated the development 
abbreviated but consistent plan for local health 
records and statistics. The planning which has been 
done should serve economical and efficient plan 
for statistical evaluation services local health de- 
partments, and already being studied other states. 


Dental Health 

should like mention the importance preven- 
tive and control programs the field dental health. 
Only our counties have budgeted funds for 
dental programs the present time; yet, most in- 
stanees, felt our Division Dental Health that 
the general population well the dental profession 
would support proposals for dental programs public 
health. 

You are all cognizant the present status the 
fluoridation water supplies, and while, far 
know, there city water company California 
the present time utilizing this method for the pre- 
vention dental caries, likely that one two will 
initiate the procedure within the next few months. 


Emphasis Fluoridation 


The value fluoridation well established. 
would, therefore, seem that our major efforts 
during the coming months the field dental health 
should directed toward the inauguration fluorida- 
tion programs. know better way, considering 
manpower shortages and factors, for the ef- 
fective prevention dental caries. would, therefore, 
hope that could give increasing consideration the 
ways and means developing active interest 
this phase the dental health program.

impact civil defense planning being 
reflected all branches government. Although 
important that the best talent utilized 
both planning for and meeting the disaster, be- 
lieve that maintenance normal public health 
tivities the community should not jeopardized 
injudicious siphoning off essential 
health personnel into channels unrelated their 
normal responsibility. 

activities the health department are 
protective the same sense fire and police pro- 
tection. Reduction already understaffed depart- 
ments may reduce the effectiveness the health 
department dangerous level. 

this connection would like your 
attention the following statement Dr. Leonard 
Scheele, Surgeon-General the Public 
Health Service: ‘In the long run—and will 
long run—a strong expanding health program will 
the most effective way assuring strong na- 
tion. The Public Health Service believes that any 
major reduction civilian health services would 
both unwise and uneconomical. Every setback 
our health services setback for na- 
tional defense.’

Simplification for quick reporting 
communicable diseases the purpose the revision 
these record forms. 

Preceding this revision, two-year study the 
problem was made staff the State Department 
Health, consultation with other interested 
persons and agencies, including committees the 
California Conference Local Health Officers. The 
following criteria were used developing the revised 
form: (1) request only information essential 
begin public health action increase epidemiologic 
knowledge, and (2) make easier for physicians 
supply the information requested. 

The new form will replace three separate forms pre- 
viously used, one report tuberculosis, one report 
venereal diseases (other than cases reported co- 
operating venereal disease clinics), and one for the rest 
the reportable diseases and conditions.

School Health Services 


Recommended practices for local health depart- 
ments the provision school health services were 
changed rescinding Recommendation the 
Standards and Recommendations for Local Health De- 
partments. The new Recommendation follows: 


The responsibility for providing school health 
services varies communities for number 
reasons. some areas, schools have taken leader- 
ship others, health departments have taken lead- 
ership. becoming increasingly apparent that 
the degree mutual understanding that exists be- 
tween the two agencies, with the pooling re- 
sources both agencies, far more important than 
which department provides the services.
